Years of Drought Alter Beef Industry 


With fewer U.S. cows 
to feed, meatpackers 
and feedlots close 


Wichita, Kan. 

Years of drought are reshaping the 
U.S. beef industry with feedlots and 
a major meatpacking plant closing 
because there are too few cattle left 
in the United States to support them. 

Some feedlots in the nation’s major 
cattle-producing states have already 
been dismantled, and others are sit- 
ting empty. Operators say they don’t 
expect a recovery anj^time soon, with 
high feed prices, much of the coun- 
try still in drought and a long time 
needed to rebuild herds. 

The closures are the latest ripple 
in the shockwave the drought sent 
through rural communities. Most 
cattle in the U.S. are sent to feedlots 
for final fattening before slaughter. 
The dwindling number of animals 
also is hurting meatpackers, with 
their much larger workforces. For con- 
sumers, the impact will be felt in gro- 
cery and restaurant bills, as a small- 
er meat supply means higher prices. 

Feedlots typically employ one work- 
er per 1,000 head of cattle, so even big 
ones may not have more than a few 
dozen workers. But they supply meat- 
packing plants, which have much big- 
ger workforces, and feedlot closures 
could signal greater unemployment.

Staving Off Problems 

Cattle numbers have been falling for 
years as the price of corn skyrocketed. 
The drought accelerated the process, 
but many feedlots were able to survive 
because ranchers weaned calves 
early and sent breeding cows to be 
fattened. But even if it rains this spring 
and summer, fewer animals will go into 
feedlots because ranchers will hold back 
cows to breed and rebuild their herds, (ap) 


Texas, the largest beef-producing 
state, has been particularly hard hit 
with a historic drought in 2011. Cargill 
Beef, one of the nation’s biggest meat- 
packers, temporarily closed a slaugh- 
terhouse in Plainview, Texas, earlier 
this year, laying off 2,000 workers. The 
operation had been one of four meat- 
packing plants in the Texas Panhan- 
dle, and the annual economic loss to 
the region is estimated at $1.1 billion. 


For consumers, 
the impact will be 
felt in grocery and 
restaurant bills, 
as a smaller meat 
supply means 
higher prices. 


Near Clayton, N.M., owner Bob 
Podzemny has been taking apart the 
32,000-head Union County Feed Yard. 
It closed in 2009 when a bank shut off 
its operating capital and Podzemny 
said he doesn’t see reopening after 
struggling through bankruptcy. 

Podzemny is now feeding a few 
cattle in another lot, buying them 
at about 450 pounds and growing 
them to 800 to 850 pounds. He then 
sells them to others who bring them 
to the typical 1,200- to 1,300-pound 
slaughter weight. “We do what we 
got to do to survive,” Podzemny said.

As Crime Drops, Vegas 
Still Seen as Dangerous 


Las Vegas 

Known as Disneyland for grown- 
ups, Las Vegas brands itself as 
a place where tourists can enjoy 
a sense of edginess with no real 
danger. 

But a series of high-profile epi- 
sodes of random violence amid the 
throngs of tourists is threatening 
Sin City’s reputation as a town 
where people can cut loose with no 
fear of consequences. A car-to-car 
shooting and fiery crash that killed 
two bystanders and an aspiring 
rapper Thursday followed a bizarre 
elevator stabbing and a movie the- 
ater parking lot shooting. 

Though crime has been falling 
on Las Vegas Boulevard, which 
houses most of the city’s major 
casinos, tourism officials worry 
that vacationers and convention 
planners could begin to steer clear 
because of a perception of mayhem. 

“We are concerned because it 
can create misperceptions about 
the safety of the city, the safety of 
the Strip,” said Gary Thompson, 


Crime Stats 

Violent crime, which includes mur- 
der, rape, robbery and assault, in 
Las Vegas’ main tourist hub fell 13 
percent in 2012, from 256 to 223 inci- 
dents, and is down 11 percent for the 
first part of 2013, with 50 incidents 
reported. There have been two homi- 
cides just off the Strip this year, in ad- 
dition to the three deaths Thursday, 
compared to none in the area during 
the first month and a half of 2012. (ap)

As a place built on the promise 
of letting loose, the city must work 
extra hard to banish all fear of dan- 
ger, said Tony Henthorne, a mar- 
keting professor at the William F.

“It’s important for any desti- 
nation that relies on tourism for a 
major percentage of its income to 
appear safe,” he said, “and also actu- 
ally to be safe.”

Pope Gives Final Sunday Blessing 


Pontiff will address 
public one more time 
before resignation 


Vatican City 

Pope Benedict XVI bestowed his 
final Sunday blessing of his pon- 
tificate on a cheering crowd in St. 
Peter’s Square, explaining that his 
waning years and energy made 
him better suited to the life of pri- 
vate prayer he soon will spend in a 
secluded monastery than as lead- 
er of the Roman Catholic Church. 

On Thursday evening, the 
85-year-old German-born theolo- 
gian will become the first pope to 
have resigned from the papacy in 
600 years. 

Sunday’s noon appearance 
from his studio window overlook- 
ing the vast square was his next-to- 
last appointment with the public of 
his nearly eight-year papacy. Tens 
of thousands of faithful and other 
admirers have already asked the Vat- 
ican for a seat in the square for his 
last general audience Wednesday. 

Perhaps emotionally buoyed by 
the warm welcome, thunderous 
applause and the many banners 
reading “Grazie” (Thanks) held up

Vatican Combats Controversy 

The Vatican lashed out at the media Saturday for what it said has been a run of 
defamatory and false reports before the conclave to elect Pope Benedict XVI’s 
successor, saying the reports were an attempt to influence the election. Italian 
newspapers have been full of unsourced reports of conspiracies that they say 
pushed the pope to resign, including a rumor of a “gay lobby" within the Vatican. 
Reports refer to the contents of a secret dossier prepared for the pope by three 
cardinals who investigated the origins of the 2012 scandal over leaked Vatican 
documents. The reports have suggested the revelations in the dossier, given to 
Benedict in December, were a factor in his decision to step down, (ap)

O’Brien, Britain’s 
most senior Catholic cleric, officials 
said Sunday. O’Brien, who heads the 
Roman Catholic Church in Scotland, 
was taking advice from lawyers af- 
ter British newspaper the Observer 
reported that three priests and a for- 
mer priest have filed complaints to 
the Vatican alleging that the cardi- 
nal approached them in an “inappro- 
priate" and “intimate" manner, (ap) 



in the crowd estimated by police to 
number 100,000, Benedict looked 
relaxed and sounded energized, in 
sharp contrast to his apparent frail- 
ty and weariness of recent months. 

In a strong and clear voice, 
Benedict told the pilgrims, tourists 
and Romans in the square that God 
had called him to dedicate himself 
“even more to prayer and medita- 
tion,” which he will do in a mon- 
astery being renovated for him on 
the grounds behind Vatican City’s 
ancient walls, prances d’emilio (ap) 


Karzai Wants U.S. Forces Out of Key Area 


Kabul, Afghanistan 

Afghan President Hamid Karzai 
on Sunday ordered all U.S. Spe- 
cial Forces to leave a strategi- 
cally important province in two 
weeks, alleging that they have been 
involved in the torture and mur- 
der of “innocent people.” 

A presidential office statement 
that followed a meeting of Afghan- 
istan’s National Security Coun- 
cil also said Special Forces oper- 
ations had to stop immediately in 
Wardak province west of Kabul, a 
hub counterinsurgency operations. 

The action comes after Karzai 
last week banned his forces from

calling in NATO airstrikes in pop- 
ulated areas, citing civilian casu- 
alties. The announcement also is 
playing out as the White House and 
NATO leaders ponder their troop 
commitments to Afghanistan after 


the coalition finishes its combat 
mission here at the end of 2014. 

A statement from the U.S.-led 
coalition forces said the allegations 
were taken seriously, adding, “This is 
an important issue that we must dis- 
cuss with our Afghan counterparts.” 

Karzai’s blunt statement did not 
provide specific evidence or men- 
tion any judicial determinations. 

“After a thorough discussion, it 
became clear that armed individu- 
als named as U.S. special force[s] 
stationed in Wardak province 
engage in harassing, annoying, tor- 
turing and even murdering inno- 
cent people,” the statement said.

What Metro Could Lose 


Budget cuts may put 
10-year commitment 
of funds in question 

Washington 

Sequestration, sequestration, 
sequestration is the chatter about 
town this week, and Metro bean 
counters are trying to figure out 
how it might hit the transit agency. 

For starters, Metro officials said 
its ridership could take a hit if fed- 
eral workers are furloughed from 
their jobs. 

Given that 40 percent of Met- 
ro’s roughly 850,000 daily trips 
are taken by federal employees, 
the transit agency’s coffers will 
be impacted if those workers and 
related contractors don’t go to work. 

Metro takes in about $2 mil- 
lion a day in revenue. 

When the federal transit bene- 
fits dropped to $125 a month last 
year, Metro’s ridership dropped 4.5 
percent from July through Octo- 
ber compared with the same time 


period in 2011. 

Metro officials said sequestra- 
tion could also put into question 
$12.5 million that’s part of a 10-year 
commitment of capital funds from 
the federal government and local 
jurisdictions. 

That $12.5 million goes to a

“With all the 
things we’re doing to improve the 
reliability of the system, projects 
would have to start falling off the 
list if you don’t have the dollars.” 

At the Airports Authority, 
which is overseeing the con- 
struction of Metro’s new Silver 
Line, officials said there will be 
no impact from sequestration on 
that project. 

But transportation secretary 
Ray LaHood has warned that air 
traffic control towers could be 
closed and travelers could face 
flight delays if cuts hit the Fed- 
eral Aviation Administration.

Governors Team Up to Face Cuts 


McDonnell, O’Malley 
make appeal in favor 
of defense industry 

Washington 

Maryland Gov. Martin O’Malley, a 
Democrat, and Virginia Gov. Robert 
McDonnell, a Republican, pledged 
on national television Sunday to 
work together to persuade Con- 
gress to head off the worst of the 
sequester cuts that would affect the 
defense industry in their two states. 

“This sequester stands to wipe 
out a lot of hard-fought job gains in 
Virginia and in Maryland,” O’Malley 
said during an appearance on CBS 


News’ “Face the Nation.” “So for 
whatever our differences might be, 
we understand that this is an eco- 
nomic threat, this is going to hurt a 
lot of moms and dads in our region 
who go to work every day.” 

McDonnell, who appeared on 
the program along with O’Malley 
and two other governors, said the 
federal sequester, set to take effect 
Friday, “was put in place to be a 
hammer, not a policy.” 

“Our major concern, that Gov. 
O’Malley and I have, because we’re 
such defense states ... is you have to 
cut, because we’re in bad shape . . . 
but don’t put 50 percent of the cuts 
on defense, our men and women in 
uniform, while we’re still fighting

a war in Afghanistan,” McDon- 
nell said. 

O’Malley and McDonnell both 
recentiy finished stints as the chair- 
men of the Democratic Governors 
Association and Republican Gover- 
nors Association, respectively, and 
disagree on many things. But Sun- 
day, they both stressed their ability 
to work together on regional issues 


affecting both sides of the Potomac. 

O’Malley and McDonnell were 
in Washington on Sunday as part of 
an ongoing gathering of the Nation- 
al Governors Association. On the 
program, O’Malley congratulated 
McDonnell for finding a “balanced 
approach” in the session of the Vir- 
ginia General Assembly that con- 
cluded Saturday with a major trans- 
portation funding plan. 

O’Malley also acknowledged 
that mental health restrictions 
in a gun-control bill being con- 
sidered by Maryland lawmakers 
“very much mirror what Virgin- 
ia has done” in the wake of the 
2007 Virginia Tech massacre.

Sequester showdown embodies the worst of human nature, experts say 


Washington 

Turns out politicians are people, 
too, only worse. 

Just ask pros who make their 
living in the trenches of everyday 
human drama such as divorce, fam- 
ily feuds or schoolyard scraps. They 
recognize in Washington’s bitter 
budget standoff a hint of human 
nature but with the crazy pumped 
up to absurd levels. 

“We’re seeing middle school 
behavior here,” said Barbara Col- 
oroso, who crusades against child- 
hood bullying. Psychologist Piers 
Steel, an expert on procrastina- 
tion, said Congress has the worst 
case of it he’s seen. Divorce attor- 
ney Sanford Ain’s assessment is 
more blunt: “It’s nuts!” 

With lawmakers and the pres- 
ident on the brink of yet another 
compromise-or-else deadline Fri- 
day, conflict-savvy professionals 
and scholars expressed dismay that 
the nation is in a political stalemate 
after two years of showdowns and 
near-misses for the economy. 

Coloroso, author of “The Bully, 


Long Shot: Xincoln* at Camp David? 

Amid the usual blame game, some leaders floated last-ditch ideas 
for compromise Sunday, including a presidential summit at Camp 
David and a field trip to watch “Lincoln." (Neither of those options 
is planned.) “The president should be calling us over somewhere 
— Camp David, the White House, somewhere — and us sitting 
down and trying to avert these cuts,” Sen. John McCain, R-Ariz., 
said. Transportation secretary Ray LaHood, a former Republican 
congressman, urged his colleagues to watch Steven Spielberg’s film 
about President Abraham Lincoln’s political skills. “Everybody around 
here ought to go take a look at the ‘Lincoln’ movie, where they did very 
hard things by working together, talking together and compromising," 
said LaHood.

the Bullied and the Bystander,” sees 
too many politicians acting like the 
mean girl who taunts unpopular 
classmates in the cafeteria. 

“Bullying is about contempt for 
the other person,” Coloroso said. 
“Do you see how that fits with some 
of the people in Congress? ... You 
cannot resolve a major issue like a 
budget with name-calling.” 

Ain said the political fight illus- 
trates something he’s learned in 
40 years of striving to keep fami- 
ly-law cases amicable: “If you have 
extreme views and won’t compro-

mise, you can’t get anything done. 
It’s going to go to war.” 

Yet a sudden switch to civility 
won’t guarantee tough decisions get 
made. Humans are wired to put off 
the unpleasant, said “The Procras- 
tination Equation” author Steel. 

And politicians are masters of 
procrastination. “They’re pretty 
much the worst, hands down, of 
any group we ever investigated,” 
said Steel, who has researched 
procrastination for more than a 
decade. “They’re worse than col- 
lege students.” 

Congress and the White House 
have lurched from the brink of a 
government shutdown to the next 
potentially disastrous deadline, 
this time automatic budget cuts 
known as the sequester. They’ve 
only achieved temporary fixes with- 
out resolving the big disagreements 
over the deficit, taxes and Medi- 
care and Social Security spending. 
Obama calls it “drifting from one 
manufactured crisis to the next.” 

Pushing the limits of deadlines 
isn’t always procrastination; some- 
times it’s strategy. 

Robert Mnookin, chairman of 
Harvard’s Program on Negotiation, 
noted that bargainers tend to play 
“chicken” like two drivers speed- 
ing toward each other in hopes the 
other will swerve first. 

“It’s a hugely dangerous game 
to play,” Mnookin said, “because 
people aren’t always rational in 
their behavior.” 

What happens if the parties 
collide head-on this time? Expect 
some $85 billion in automatic 
federal budget cuts over the next 
seven months, with more in years

Johnson Wins 2nd Daytona 500 


Patrick finishes 8th, 
is first woman to lead 
a lap in raee’s history

A big first for Danica Patrick, but 
an even bigger second for Jimmie 
Johnson. 

Patrick made history up front at 
the Daytona 500 on Sunday, only 
to see Johnson make a late push 
ahead of her and reclaim his spot 
at the top of his sport. 

It was the second Daytona vic- 
tory for Johnson, a five-time NAS- 
CAR champion who first won “The 
Great American Race” in 2006. 

Patrick, the first woman to 
win the pole, also became the first 
woman to lead the race. She was 
running third on the last lap, but 
faded to eighth at the finish. 

There were several crashes 
during the race, none approach- 
ing the magnitude of the wreck 
that injured nearly 30 fans a day 
earlier in a second-tier race on the 
same track. 

Johnson raced past defending 
NASCAR champion Brad Keselow- 
ski on the final restart and pulled 
out to a sizable lead that nobody 
challenged over the final six laps. 

Dale Earnhardt Jr. settled for 
second as Hendrick Motorsports 
drivers went 1-2 in the new Chev- 
rolet SS. Mark Martin was third in 
a Michael Waltrip Racing Toyota. 

Keselowski, who overcame two 
accidents earlier in the race, wound 
up fourth in the new Ford that Pen- 
ske Racing is fielding this year. 

Patrick was clearly disappointed 
with her finish. But she admitted 
she wasn’t sure what move to make 
if she was going to try for the win. 

“You know I kept thinking 
about it the whole time,” she said. 
“You spend a lot of time thinking

what to do when the opportuni- 
ty comes.” 

Patrick became the first woman 
in history to lead a lap in the 500 
when she passed Michael Waltrip 
on a restart on Lap 90. She stayed 
on the point for two laps, then was 
shuffled back to third. She ended up 
leading five laps, another ground- 
breaking moment for Patrick, who 
in 2005 as a rookie became the first 


woman to lead the Indianapolis 500. 

Janet Guthrie was the first 
woman to lead laps at NASCAR’s 
top Cup Series, in 1977 at Ontar- 
io, where she led five laps under 
caution. 

The field was weakened by 
an early nine-car accident that 
knocked out race favorite Kevin 
Harvick and sentimental favorite 
Tony Stewart, jenna fryer (ap)

More Locals Make Trip

Last year the surging Nationals 
snuck up on Washington fans. This 
year the fans are ready. 

Following the Nationals’ sur- 
prise breakout in 2012, inter- 
est in the team’s annual spring 
training camp in Viera, Fla., has 
soared. Sales of travel packages 
have jumped more than 200 per- 
cent over last year as more Nats 
fans vie to get a head start on 2013. 

“We actually had to bring in 
a second hotel to accommodate 
everybody,” said Lisa Goularte of 
Sports Marketing USA, the Cal- 
ifornia-based travel broker that 
arranges spring training packag- 
es for the Nationals and 20 other 
Major League team.

There are no hell-raising friends going 
squirrel-hunting in Sissonville, WYa., 
no three-way hookups in hot tubs on 
the Jersey shore.

It’s an unlikely one: a bright Tako- 
ma cafe that serves health-conscious 
kosher and vegan soups. The concoc- 
tions have complex flavors and quirky 
names such as Jamaican Me Crazy 
Sweet Potato Soup, whose ingredient 
list includes orange and lime juice, 
coconut milk, curry and dark rum. 

The would-be stars of this not-yet 
show are Soupergirl, aka Sara Polon, 
and her mom, Marilyn Polon. On a 
recent weekday afternoon the pair 
were circulating through the res- 
taurant filling crouton bowls, tak- 
ing orders and reminiscing about the 
previous day’s “chickpea catastrophe” 
and the smell it left behind. 


“There’s always some drama going 
on,” says Soupergirl Sara Polon, who 
is also a stand-up comedian — and 
almost always smells like onions. 

“I personally don’t like reality 
shows,” Marilyn Polon says. 

“Well, I don’t even own a TV,” her 
daughter chuckles. 

The idea for a reality show was 
born when Michelle May, founder and 
owner of Womin Media, a McLean- 
based company that markets “wom- 
en-centric” content for TV and new 
media, heard from a mutual friend 
that there was a place in Northwest 
Washington that served “insane- 
ly healthy soup made by a comedi- 


an who calls herself ‘Soupergirl’ and 
has a Jewish mother!” 

If that’s not a made-for-TV prem- 
ise, what is? 

Soupergirl has at least one fan in 
Hollywood. Sara Polon’s triple gin- 
ger butternut squash soup recently 
caught the attention of Ari Emanu- 
el, one of Hollywood’s most legend- 
ary agents. As the story goes, Eman- 
uel tasted her soup on Thanksgiving 
at his brother Zeke Emanuel’s Cleve- 
land Park home. 

“I’m a huge devotee of Soupergirl,”

tawdriness in a show about a mother- 
daughter soupmaking team may seem 
limited — and that’s the point. “We 
wanted to make a positive reality show 
about women,” May says. “Maybe our 
society is craving something that’s not 
catty or mean-spirited.” 

This winter, she filmed Sara Polon 
in the restaurant’s Takoma kitch- 
en, at the Dupont farmers market 
(where she sold soup), and as she did 
stand-up comedy at the Pinch club 
in Northwest. 

May used the footage to produce 
teasers and promotional videos that 
she’s marketing to networks such as 
Lifetime, TLC, the Hallmark Chan- 
nel and the Food Network. 

May’s hope is that a “Souper- 
girl” show, when and if it happens, 
would be a comedic reality show — 
sort of like “Seinfeld” meets soup.

A Salacious Mr. President 


Actor Tony GoLdwyn 
embraces the twists 
and turns of ABC's 
addictive ‘Scandal’ 


Personalities 

When “Scandal” debuted last spring, 
its premise seemed clear-cut and 
comfortable. This latest melodra- 
ma from creator Shonda Rhimes 
(“Grey’s Anatomy”) starred Kerry 
Washington as Olivia Pope, boss of 
a Beltway crisis management firm 
that fixes sticky problems for D.C.’s 
high and mighty. 

Clearly, Olivia was well-connect- 
ed: She had been the communica- 
tions director to the president of 
the United States and, before that, 
helped put Fitzgerald Grant in the 
White House. 

But a certain scandalous detail 
gave the show a surprise punch: 
Olivia and Fitz had been locked in 
a torrid love affair since the cam- 
paign, right under the nose of his 
first lady and the rest of the nation. 

For the Grant Administration, 
this could mean big problems — 
the sort of problems Olivia Pope is 
typically retained to fix, not create. 

Meanwhile, it’s a blessing for 
Tony Goldwyn, who plays the smit- 
ten chief executive. 

‘When I was signed for the show. 


Shonda indicated that she had big 
plans for Fitz and Olivia,” Goldwyn 
says, “but you never know.” 

This season, the juicy saga 
(Thursdays, 10 p.m., ABC) has found 
Olivia and Fitz ever more danger- 
ously entwined. “I’m so grateful 
the show has gone where it’s gone,” 
Goldwyn says. “It’s beyond my wild- 
est expectations.” 

The crazy thing about “Scan- 
dal” is that, however outrageous 
its storyline, the characters (includ- 
ing Olivia’s team of crisis managers 
and Fitz’s deputies) are fully formed,

believable and appealing. 

Certainly that’s the case with 
Fitz, who, as portrayed by Gold- 
wyn, is charismatic, statesman- 
like and sizzling hot. 

Now 52, Goldwyn first 
caught the public’s eye as Patrick 
Swayze’s villainous best friend 
in the box office smash “Ghost.” 
He went on to appear in “The 
Pelican Brief,” “The Last Samu- 


rai” and the HBO miniseries “From 
the Earth to the Moon.” 

“On ‘Scandal,’” he says, “I want- 
ed to avoid playing a generic TV 
president. ... The saving grace for 
the character is that Fitz is des- 
perately in love with Olivia, and 
she with him. It isn’t just a dalli- 
ance. And whatever bad behavior 
he exhibits — and there’s a lot of it 
— he’s always competent in his job. 
That’s priority No. 1. If Fitz were to 
fall down on the job, I think you’d

Starting in the fall, the company 
that measures TV viewership will 
count people who watch program- 
ming through broadband. 

Nielsen’s move is a big step 
toward addressing the changing 
definition of “TV viewing.” Sepa- 
rately, Nielsen is developing ways to 
track content on tablets and phones. 

For many years, roughly 99 per- 
cent of homes in the U.S. had televi- 
sions that received service through 
broadcast, cable or satellite signals. 
Now the number of homes without 
such service is 4.2 percent — and 
growing each year. About three- 
quarters of those homes still have 
TVs, however, and their owners 



watch programming through game 
consoles or services such as Netflix 
and Amazon. Starting in Septem- 
ber, Nielsen will have meters that 
can monitor viewership in those 
homes, says Brian Fuhrer, a senior 
vice president at the company. 


This will add roughly 160 
homes to Nielsen’s current sample 
of 23,000 houses nationwide with 
meters monitoring viewing habits. 

Nielsen also will find homes that 
have cable or broadcast but separate 
TV sets hooked up through broad-
